Charlevoix Count 
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Boyne Plannerstry controlling two-family requests 


At first glance of the agenda, it 
appeared that the Boyne City 
Planning Board meeting would be 
over quick and sure, but when the 
meeting was finally completed, the 
planners had agreed to not con- 
sider an original amendment to the 
zoning rules, but rather set up two 
rules that would accomplish what 
the original intentions were that 
caused the writing of the original 
amendment. 

That amendment asked that 
two-family dwellings within the 
Residential-2 districts not be 
allowed as a conditional use except 
in cases when an .existing one- 
family was to be converted 
without expansion into two 
dwellings. 

That idea did not sit well with 
planners so they started to fine 
tune the proposed change. 

The original intention was to try 
to control the number of two-family 
conditional use permits that are 
being asked of the planners for 
lakefront properties within the R-2 
classification. The city has had 
several requests over the past few 
months, all asking for an expansion 
of dwellings or the building of ad- 
ditional dwellings on the site. 

In trying to find a way to control 
those requests, the city 
management had proposed the 
amendment change as.a guide for 
the planners to consider. . 

The consideration was brought 
out. that the elimination of two- 
family dwellings within an entire 
district was not what they had in-

Boyne City will be facing a law 
suit on behalf of the Boyne City 
Planning Board, city officials lear- 
ned Monday evening after a suit 


was filed in the 33rd Circuit Court | 


by Mrs. Elizabeth McIntyre. 

Mrs. McIntyre alleges in a five 
count suit that she has been in- 
jured in her attempt to construct a 
series of dwellings on land she 
owns on Lake Charlevoix within 
the Boyne City limits. ° 

McIntyre was turned down by 
the Planning Board last month in 
her second attempt to construct a 
series of condominium units on 
land formerly used as the Mcin- 
tyre Boat Works. 

According to the suit, the counts 
say that the city has developed a 
conflict of interest within the plan- 
ning board, has not provided for 
due process and equal protection 


of laws, has exceeded the scope or 
authority contrary to law, and has 
taken, by inverse condemnation, 
her rights as a property owner. 
She is also pleading to the court 
that she has been injured as to her 
civil rights. 

The last count of the lawsuit 
asks for a writ of mandamus or in- 
junctive relief so as to allow her to 
build the units she proposes on the 
property.

Boyne City’s new Peninsula 
Beach swimming area has turned 
into more of a wading pool, City 
Manager Randy Frykberg told 
City Commissioners at. . the 
Tuesday noon meeting, and asked 
if they would want to consider 
dredging out. the swimming area 
to make it deeper.

providing access to the lake for the 
public.

But what happened to the line 
after he got back home is a little 
unusual. 

Seems Ed unloaded the plastic. 
bagged line on his porch intending 
to take care of it the following day. 
But that morning Ed discovered 
the bag ripped to smithereens by a 
raccoon, and the encrusted line had 
been nibbled clean of the old en- 
crusted marine life —just like corn 
off the cob! 

The punch line? Even our 
Yankee coons appreciate Southern 
seafood vittles. 

Oh yes, and Ed Bobowski of 
Boyne Falls way called and wanted 
a little information on purple mar- 
tins. 

Ed wondered why he wasn’t 
getting the birds in his avian con- 
do. Says it's been up for a couple of 
years with no takers; that he had 
martins at his former residence up 
north, 

Having had experience with the 
friendly, confiding avians at my 
former residence in Petoskey, and 
from observations, I told Ed the 
following: 

1. Pesticides sprayed mainly to 
kill insects reduces those that fly. 
Martins get their meals on the 
wing. With less food less martins. 
Toxicity of some eaten insects can 
also reduce martin numbers. 

2. Extreme weather fluc- 
tuations, especially during nor- 
thern migrations, when a cold snap 
eliminates insect food sources in 
northern climes can kill untold 
numbers, 

3. Then, too, with the emphasis 
and growing awareness of the im- 
portance and contributions birds 
make to our welfare, such as insect 
control and the untold hours of 
pleasure observing them 
everyone, and his brother, has put 
up martin houses. Even if every 
house was put up in the right 
place, adjacent to large open areas, 
preferably near water, there. just 
aren't enough martins to go 


- around.
